Teays Valley, Ashville Police, 
Harrison Township Fire, Village 
of Ashville express a desire to 
have the traffic signal remain. 
Mr. Carlin indicated that is to be 
determined by the traffic study. 
Mr. Mullins emphasized engi-
neering prerogative in their abil-
ity to have some discretion in 
that determination and to take 
note that all stakeholders want-
ed the traffic signal to be the 
result.

Thank You Mayor Wise  

The traffic light at the intersec-
tion of State Route 752 and 
Viking Way is no longer func-
tioning. The controller that oper-
ates the lighting sequence went 
out and a replacement could not 
be found. The Village of Ashville 
did not have a spare traffic sig-
nal. The other fact is that one 
corner, which is the Teays Val-
ley corner is in the village. The 
other three corners are not. 
Therefore we were faced with 
the dilemma on how to spend 
village funds outside the village.  

At that time we initiated commu-
nication with stakeholders: 

 Ohio Department of Trans-
portation (ODOT) 

 Teays Valley School Dis-
trict 

 Pickaway County Engi-
neering Department. 

 Harrison Township Fire 
Department 

 Harrison Township Trus-
tees 

 Ashville Police Department 

A meeting was held at Teays 
Valley on December 31st. Pre-
sent were David Carlin (ODOT), 
Franklin Christman (Ashville), 
Chief Eric Edgington (Harrison 
Township Fire), Jeff George 

(Ashville Police Department, 
Chris Mullins (Pickaway Coun-
ty), Jeff Sheets (Teays Valley 
High School), Kraig Shrewsber-
ry (ODOT), and Greg Sturgill 
(Ashville Service). 

Mr. Sturgill presented infor-
mation concerning the status of 
traffic signal. All parties present-
ed information that they had on 
the history of how the light was 
placed at this location. Since 
this signal is on a State Route it 
needs to comply with ODOT 
requirements.  

Mr. Carlin presented the steps 
that would need to be taken: 

 ODOT will replace the cur-
rent temporary four way stop 
signs with in ground signs 
and advance notification of a 
four way intersection 

 ODOT advised Ashville to 
remove the current bagged 
traffic signal 

 ODOT will complete a traffic 
study to determine if a traffic 
signal can be “Warranted*”, 
process will take six months 

 Funding sources would 
need to be found if signal is 
“Warranted*”. The process 
will take from 12 to 18 months

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ODOT “Traffic Signal Policy—A traffic signal can im-

prove safety and reduce delay for users of the inter-

section, or a traffic signal can increase the number of 

crashes and cause excessive delay.  For a traffic 

signal to have a positive effect, it must be properly 

located and maintained. Traffic Signal Warrants exist 

to provide minimum qualifications for installing a 

traffic signal.  Adhering to these minimum qualifica-

tions prevents many traffic signals from being in-

stalled where they would have a negative impact.”
